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ALTHOUGH in the analysis of the following cases 
some points already well known are reiterated, the 
number of cases collated is so large that even a 
confirmation of these facts cannot fail to be of 
value. In addition to this, however, I trust that 
the report will be found to possess features that will 
throw additional light upon the interesting subject 
of which it treats. These observations were made 
during a period of six years in the course of exami- 
nations of applicants for life-insurance. I regret that 
I am unable to give the total number of cases ex- 
amined, and thus indicate the prevalence of valvular 
diseases in its various forms. 

Statistics dealing with the relative frequency with 
which the different cardiac valvular lesions occur, 
together with the various combinations and associa- 
tions of these lesions, are found to differ very much. 
The reason for this difference becomes obvious if 
we take into consideration the different conditions 
under which the observations are made. If these 
observations be made in a series of cases which have 
never presented so-called cardiac symptoms, and in 
which the finding of the cardiac disease occurred 
accidentally, as in the course of a routine examina- 
tion, the result will be found to differ vastly from 
that obtained by analyzing a series of cases mani- 
festing cardiac symptoms, and which seek advice 
on account of those symptoms. In the former 
group of cases the predominating lesions will be 
found to be simple in character and unassociated 
with any alterations in other valve-systems ; in the 
latter there will be found to predominate those pure 
and associated valvular lesions that are most prone 
to give rise to changes in the walls of the heart, and 
hence cause cardiac symptoms. 

Again, if we compare the results obtained under 
either of the conditions noted with those obtained

| by post-mortem examinations the difference will be 
| yet more striking. Of course, the results obtained 

from post-mortem examinations are accurate as re- 

gards evidence of organic disease, but such results 

would not represent the frequency with which car- 
| diac bruits are heard during life, as murmurs, and 
especially the murmur of mitral incompetency, 
occur in many cases that at the autopsy fail to present 
demonstrable lesions. 

At the outset, therefore, it is well to understand 
that this report includes but few cases that presented 
cardiac symptoms, and that in almost every instance 
the cardiac lesion was discovered in individuals 
presumably in the best of health and themselves 
totally unaware of the existence of any serious dis- 
ease. For this reason it will be found that the 
number of cases presenting combined or associated 
lesions is relatively small, and from this standpoint 
alone the study of these cases assumes additional 
interest as emphasizing the well-known fact that 
cardiac disease may exist for years and the knowl- 
edge of his condition not be forced upon the 
attention of the victim. 

In order to present the facts of the report in as 
clear a manner as possible I have tabulated the 
cases in such a way as to show the relative fre- 
quency of the various valvular lesions, the predis- 
position of the sexes, the various ages at which the 
lesions were found, and such history of antecedent 
disease as it was possible to obtain and to which 
might be ascribed the existence of the valvular 
disease. (See table on next page.) 

In common with other statistics, the fact is 
brought out in this analysis that in by far the 
largest percentage of cases the mitral valve was the 
seat of the lesion.

A study of the ieniee , liability of the sexes to 
cardiac valvular disease, based upon the accompany- 
ing table, shows that a considerable majority of the 
cases occurred in males; thus, 612 men, or 59.77 
per cent., were affected, while the disease was found 
in only 412 women, or 40.23 per cent, of the whole, 
although the number of each sex examined was about 
the same. 

By lesions of the mitral valve the sexes were almost 
equally affected, there being in a total of 621 cases 
but 25 more males than females. In a total of 64 
cases in which mitral stenosis, alone or combined 
with mitral insufficiency, was found, the relationship | 
of the sexes was 28 men to 36 women,

show that mitral stenosis, alone and combined with 
incompetency, occurred in 71 women and 22 men. 

To aortic disease we find that the male sex is 
much more liable than the female; thus, including 
all cases in which evidence of aortic disease existed, 
whether associated with mitral disease or not, there 
were 282 men and 110 women, a proportion the 
accuracy of which is corroborated by an analysis of 
F. J. Smith’s statistics, which show that 263 cases 


cases were women the subjects of this lesion. 

This difference in the relative liability of the sexes 
to the various valve-lesions is, I think, readily ex- 
oe byt the fact that mitral lesions usually result 
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lenis a cause to which, taking all ages together’ 
both sexes are almost equally liable, viz., rheuma- 
tism. On the other hand, as aortic disease occurs 
most frequently as the result of arterial sclerosis and 
atheroma, and as men are more frequently the sub- 
jects of the causes, such as laborious occupations, 
syphilis, and alcoholism, which lead to sclerotic 
changes in the vessels and valves, it follows that 
they are more predisposed to aortic disease than 
women.

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An analysis of the ages yields a number of in- 
teresting results. Up to the sixtieth year of life, 
the period at which valvular disease of the heart 
occurs least frequently is between the first and tenth 
years. After the sixtieth year there is a sudden 
decline in the number of cases, probably because 
many have already succumbed to the effects of the 
disease. 

During the first decade of life the sexes show almost 
an equal predisposition to mitral disease, while during 
the second decade a considerable majority of cases 
occur in women. Statistics show that during this 
period of life acute rheumatism affects the female 
more frequently than.the male, and this observation 
is confirmed by the fact that we find from the table, 
that at this age mitral disease occurred in 81 women 
and 52 men. In the decade between twenty and 
thirty, however, we enter upon that period of life 
most prone to endocarditis.’ At this time, as men 
by their mode of life and occupations are more 
predisposed to acute rheumatism than women, and 
as the mitral valve, as already stated, is the one 
most frequently affected by rheumatism, the statis- 
tics under consideration show that 122 males were 
affected by mitral disease and only 58 females. In the 
succeeding two decades, also, the preponderance of 
instances of mitral disease is with the male rather 
than with the female, while subsequently the 


relative positions of the sexes are again reversed. 
As would naturally be supposed, but a small 
proportion of the cases of aortic disease are shown 


to occur in early life. It is not until after the 
thirtieth year that the effect of those causes which 
eventuate in the production of sclerotic changes 
begins to be evident. Thus, prior to the thirtieth 
year we find that there were only 105 cases in which 
the existence of aortic disease was discovered, while 
after the thirtieth year the number of cases showing 
aortic disease was 287. Or if, in order to have 
for comparision two periods of equal duration, we 
deduct from the latter figure those cases occurring 
after the sixtieth year, the proportion will be found 
to be 105 cases from the first to the thirtieth year 
and 253 cases from the thirty-first to the sixtieth 
year. 

The cases of tricuspid disease noted number 11, 
the lesion consisting in incompetency of that valve. 
In every instance the disease was primary and not 
a relative incompetency depending upon mitral 
disease. In order that we may understand the 
reason for the non-occurrence of the latter condition 
in a single instance, it must be remembered that 
these statistics include but few cases that presented 
cardiac symptoms, and it seems hardly possible that 
mitral disease should progress so far as to produce

relative tricuspid incompetency and at the same 
time cause no rational signs of cardiac disease. 

A point of extreme interest in the analysis of 
these cases of tricuspid disease is the age at which 
the majority of them were found. In 7 of the 11 
cases the age was between the first and the tenth 
year. In only one of these cases was a personal 
history of rheumatism obtainable; but in four of 
them, three males and one female, an hereditary 
tendency to rheumatism was clearly made out, in 
one instance upon the paternal, in the other three 
upon the maternal side. The presumption seems, 
therefore, justified that, in these cases at least, the 
lesion was congenital, the result of endocarditis 
occurring during fetal life, at which time, as is well 
recognized, the right heart is more prone to suffer 
from endocarditis than the left. 

A result shown by the table that I am unable to 
explain is the relative infrequency with which pure 
mitral stenosis, or mitral stenosis combined with 
incompetency, is found to occur. Guttmann,’ in 
stating the relative frequency with which the 
various valve-lesions are found, places the combined 
lesion of mitral stenosis and incompetency directly 
after the lesion of pure mitral incompetency. So 
also, Middleton’s statistics, already quoted, show 
pure mitral stenosis and mitral ‘stenosis combined 
with incompetency to occur in almost as many 
cases as do all the lesions of the aortic valves com- 
bined. In this connection, also, Sansom states 
that the most frequent combined murmurs, restrict- 
ing the word combined “‘ to murmurs of differing 
rhythm generated at one orifice,’ are the presystolic 
and systolic mitral of stenosis and incompetency ; 
and the table of F. J. Smith, quoted by Sansom, 
shows this lesion to have occurred in nearly 9 per 
cent. of the cases analyzed by him, occurring next 
but one in frequency to the lesion of mitral in- 
competency. The presystolic murmur of mitral ste- 
nosis, uncombined with the systolic murmur of mitral 
incompetency, is, however, shown by Dr. Smith’s 
tables to have occurred in 3.38 per cent. of his 
cases—a result which corresponds very closely with 
that noted in the table upon which the present article 
is based, where it will be seen that this lesion 
occurred in 3.13 per cent. of the total number of 
cases. 

Pure aortic stenosis, uncombined or unassociated 
with other valve-lesions, is found to occur in a much 
larger proportion of cases than is shown by the table 
of F. J. Smith, or the statistics adduced by Middle- 
ton. In explanation of this variance I must again 
call attention to the fact that but few of the cases 
here considered presented cardiac symptoms ; hence 
complex lesions, which are so much more likely

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to produce these symptoms, are relatively few in 
number. 

An analysis of the various factors in the ante- 
cedent history of the cases to which might be 
ascribed the causation of the valve-lesions shows 
that a clear history of rheumatism, or rheumatic 
pains, was obtained in 383 cases, or 37.40 per cent. 
of the whole. An antecedent history of the infec- 
tious fevers was the only cause that could be adduced 
to account for the endocarditis in 100 cases, or 
nearly 1o per cent. of the total. These cases 
include only those in which one or more of the 
infectious fevers constituted the sole ascertainable 
cause to which the disease might be ascribed. In 
those instances in which a history of the infectious 
fevers was obtained, in conjunction with a history of 
the more probable causes of endocarditis, such as 
rheumatism, alcoholism, or syphilis, the latter were 
considered as the etiologic factors in the production 
of the disease. 

A history of syphilis, undoubted or obscure, was 
obtained in g1 cases, or nearly g per cent. of the 
total; and a history of alcoholism in 184 cases, or 
nearly 18 per cent. of the total. In all the cases in 
which a history of syphilis or of alcoholism was 
elicited, decided arterial sclerosis or atheroma was 
present ; and in this connection it may be well to 
call attention to the large number of cases in which 
this condition of the bloodvessels was present. In 
324 Cases, or over 31 per cent. of the whole, disease 
of the vessels existed, and in many instances arterial 
sclerosis was the only apparent cause for the valvular 
lesion. 

An interesting fact, to which I would call atten- 
tion, is the large number of cases for which no cause 
could be assigned. These number 218, or over 21 
per cent. of the whole. In Middleton’s cases a 
history of rheumatism was obtained in over 62 per 
cent. of the cases, while in over 37 per cent. no 
rheumatic history could be elicited. That so many 
cases of chronic valvular disease of the heart should 
exist without evident cause is remarkable. Many of 
these cases were found in young individuals whose 
occupations entailed no overstrain, and from whom, 
by the closest questioning, no history of rheuma- 
tism, or even rheumatic pains, could be obtained. 
Upon close inquiry into the family history, how- 
‘ever, the frequency of the occurrence of rheumatism 
in either parent was remarked. I think the knowl- 
edge to be gained from this fact is the probability 
of rheumatism producing endocarditis, even when 
the disease produces no evident disturbance of the 
functions of the joints; and that, therefore, the 
endocardium may, in some instances, be the only 
serous membrane that the rheumatic poison may 
attack. That this is a rational explanation of the 
occurrence of endocarditis in this class of cases is, 





I think, confirmed by the fact that in many of them 
a family history of rheumatism was obtained, that 
the age at which the disease was found was in many 
instances during that period of life most prone to 
rheumatism, and by the further fact that no other 
cause for the existence of the disease could be 
elicited: 

In reference to occufation, it will be noticed that 
most of the cases occurred in those whose occupa- 
tions were laborious, The statistics were collated 
from among the working class of people, whose 
daily work, as a rule, entailed the severest kind of 
muscular exertion. Laborious occupations favor 
the development of cardiac valvular disease, for the 
most part by causing either heart-strain or arterial 
sclerosis. It is not surprising, therefore, that a 
history of hard work should have been obtained in 
such a large proportion of the cases. 

In conclusion I would say that all doubtful cases 
have been excluded from these statistics; that, as 
far as possible, only cases of chronic valvular disease 
have been included, and that all cases possessing 
murmurs of possibly hemic or functional origin have 
been carefully sifted out. 


ELEPHANTIASIS.

In discussing the geographic distribution of ele- 
phantiasis, we find the assertion made by some 
American writers that it is a disease of great rarity 
in this country. Such statements are misleading, 
as it is by no means a surgical curiosity among the 
negro race in this, the so-called ‘‘ Black Belt ’’ of 
Alabama. 

Elephantiasis is more common in adult life, 
though it may be congenital. It occurs three times 
as often among men as among women. Damp, 
malarious regions and bad hygienic surroundings, 
common conditions with the negro race here on 
cotton plantations, are important predisposing in- 
fluences. 

There are different grades of elephantiasis, ‘‘ from 
moderate thickening of the skin and subcutaneous 
tissue up to enormous enlargement, and similarly 
great variations in aspect exist, according to the 
papillary hypertrophy or lymphatic and blood- 
vessel varicosity and their relative proportions,”’ 
but every grade is the result of occlusion of the 
lymphatic channels, and it matters not whether in- 
volving the trunk or periphery of circulation. The 
obstruction may be congenital or due to filaria 
sanguinis hominis, cicatricial contractions, tumors 
or tuberculous or carcinomatous infiltration, or to 
an acute infective inflammation. 

The result of this obstructive lymphangitis is an 
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edema, rich in active leukocytes, which, according 
to Robinson, not only become connective-tissue 
corpuscles, but also induce a hyperplasia of the 
fixed cells already present, producing a hardening 
and thickening of the skin, with general connective- 
tissue hypertrophy and increased vascularity, but 
muscular wasting. 

The symptomatology of elephantiasis in its com- 
mencement varies according to whether the disease 
is endemic or sporadic, though the ultimate termina- 
tion, pathologically, is the same. According to 
Mr. Crocker, of London, the beginning of the en- 
demic presents a similarity to the remittent type of 
malarial fever, differing, however, in that the fever 
is of greater severity. The affected parts rapidly 
increase in size and present an erysipelatous blush, 
with great tenderness, A milky exudation is often 
present. Such an at‘ack is usually followed by a 
calm, which may last for months, when there 
occurs another outburst, always leaving the part 
larger than before. In elephantiasis scroti the 
spermatic cord frequently becomes involved to 
the extent of dilating the abdominal ring, so that 
upon the subsidence of the swelling a hernia oc- 
curs, 

In the East, where the disease is endemic, it is 
almost invariably the result of a parasitic nematode. 
The worm was first discovered by Bancroft, of Bris- 
bane, in 1876, and is described by Patrick Manson 
as ‘‘a long, slender, hair-like animal, quite three 
inches in length, but only ;4,5 inch in breadth, of 
an opaline appearance, looking as it lies in the 
tissues like a delicate thread of catgut animated 
and wriggling. A narrow alimentary canal runs 
from the simple club-like head to within a short 
distance of the tail, the remainder of thetbody 
being almost entirely occupied by the reproductive 
organs. The vagina opens about one twenty-fifth 
of an inch from the head ; it is very short and bifur- 
cates into two uterine horns, which, stuffed with 
embryos in all stages of development, run back- 
ward nearly to the tail.’? The male worm is smaller 
and not as frequently found. These entozoa are often 
conveyed from one person to another by mosquitoes 
sucking blood containing filaria and afterward 
contaminating drinking-water. Having once 
gained access to the human stomach, they bore 
through into the thoracic duct and pass to the 
lymphatics, where they locate. How they bring 
about an obstruction resulting in elephantiasis is 
not very clear, but the most plausible theory and 
the one generally accepted is Manson’s, who says 
they give off embryos that, if of natural size, 7, 
inch long and gy55 inch broad, will circulate 
readily without disturbing the equilibrium of the 
host, but if prematurely discharged, they are shorter 
and thicker, 745 inch in diameter by 5}, inch in 





length, and give rise to obstruction in the lymph- 
atics and lymphatic glands. 

In this country, where the disease is rarely of 
parasitic origin, there are no constitutional symp- 
toms, unless of erysipelatous cause, and the develop- 
ment of the disease is always slow. The skin is 
coarse, darker than natural, and eczematous. 
Ulceration not infrequently occurs. The decom- 
position of the elephantoid discharges is very offen- 
sive. 

In the sporadic cases there is usually loss of sen- 
sation, and mendicants with Barbadoes leg take ad- 
vantage of this fact and stick needles and pins in 
their limbs to excite sympathy and increase their 
revenue. 

The prognosis, so far as the life of the patient is 
concerned, is always very favorable, especially in 
this country, but the patient may be rendered 
miserable by the immensity of the growth—some- 
times weighing more than one hundred pounds. 

The treatment of the sporadic cases is very un- 
satisfactory without surgical interference. During 
the elephantoid fever of the endemic cases, Sir 
Joseph Fayrer recommends opium to relieve pain 
and magnesium sulphate to move the bowels, and 
a tonic of iron and quinin. Locally, he applies 
hot fomentations. A change of climate is of para- 
mount importance as soon as the patient’s condi- 
tion will warrant removal. 

My clinical experience with this interesting dis- 
ease is limited to six cases, which I will briefly 
report : 


Case I.—W. D., a negro laborer, forty years of 
age, in good health, wassent to me by Dr. C. N. 
Dorsette, of Montgomery, Ala., in April, 1886, to 
be operated on for elephantiasis scroti. The enlarge- 
ment extended a little below the knees, and 
weighed thirty-one pounds, seriously interfering 


with locomotion. The disease was confined to the 
scrotum ; neither penis nor legs were involved. 
Unlike the two interesting cases of scrotal elephan- 
tiasis reported by Mr. Hutchinson in his Archives 
of Surgery, my patient gave no history of having had 
syphilis. In 1870, sixteen years before I saw him, 
he had gonorrhea, which caused a stricture, com- 
plicated with a perineal abscess. When I saw him 
there were two fistulez, through which the larger 
portion of the urine was passed. About eighteen 
months after the formation of the abscess he gave a 
history of intense inflammation of the scrotum, 
which I suspect was a scrotal cellulitis the result of 
irritation from the fistula. After the subsidence of 
the acute attack the patient suffered no more pain, 
but noticed that the scrotum did not return to its 
normal size, but steadily increased. 

I advised an operation, to which he readily con- 
sented. To render the operation as bloodless as 
possible, I had the tumor elevated for fifty minutes, 
and then applied a small rubber cord, tightly drawn, 
around its pedicle. ‘To prevent slipping I had an 
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assistant hold it with retractors. I made a circular 
incision at the neck of the tumor, and as it deep- 
ened and reached the cords and testicles I dissected 
these out, and afterward partially covered them with 
skin loosened from the thighs. The numerous 
bloodvessels were ligated with catgut. Before the 
patient recovered from the anesthesia I dilated his 
stricture and tied in his bladder a catheter, which 
served the treble purpose of relieving the stricture, 
curing the fistulze (despite the assertion of Sir Henry 
Thompson, that ‘‘tying in an instrument never 
insures the transit of all the urine through it ; some 
will always escape by the side, and defeat its pur- 
pose’’), and kept the penis from the granulating 
surface. In six weeks the patient left the city en- 
tirely relieved, and there is at this time no evidence 
of a return. 


It occurs to me that Wyeth’s method of control- 
ling hemorrhage in hip-joint amputations might be 
used in these cases, provided an irreducible hernia 
is not present. 


Case II.—N. T., a negress, forty years old, of 
Pike Road, Ala., was brought to me by her husband, 
in June, 1889. She had been married twenty years, 
but had borne no children. I found elephantiasis 
of the clitoris, but no other portion of the vulva was 
involved. The growth measured fourteen inches in 
circumference at its largest part, and had a pedicle 
of about half an inch in diameter. The surface was 
rough, irregular, and ulcerated in several places, but 
not sensitive to the prick of a needle. The vulva 
was covered with eczema, which gave rise to intol- 
erable itching. The woman attributed the enlarge- 
ment to the irritation caused by her scratching, 
which, she said, had commenced about ten years 
before I saw her. The patient had tertiary syphilis. 
I removed the clitoris with an écraseur, and at one 
point, where there was a tendency to bleed, I applied 
the Paquelin cautery, which completely controlled 
the hemorrhage. I placed the woman on antisyph- 
ilitic treatment, and used an ointment containing 
salicylic acid for the eczema. When last seen she 
reported her health as perfect. 

Case III.—W. P., a very muscular negro, twenty- 
five years old, consulted me on February 5, 1893, 
concerning an elephantoid prepuce. I found it 
measuring near the frenum two and one-half inches 
in diameter, and four-fifths of its circumference 
involved. On the under surface, about one quarter 
of an inch behind the affected foreskin, was a cica- 
trix one-half inch in diameter, the result of a former 
chancroid, which he gave a history of having con- 
tracted twelve months previously. The prepuce soon 
afterward commenced to increase in size. There 
was no evidence that the patient had ever had syph- 
ilis. He suffered no pain, and had had no erection 
during the last four months previous to consulting 
me. 

I applied a rubber band around the penis and 
injected thirty drops of a 4 per cent. solution of 
cocain just posteriorly to the diseased prepuce, where 
I made my incision, without pain. The vessels were 
tied with catgut, and the wound left to heal by 





granulation, which it did in three weeks. The 
growth was very hard and an unusually small quan- 
tity of the yellowish-white lymph exuded on pres- 
sure. The skin was smooth, as is generally the case 
when the under surface of the prepuce is involved, 
as it comes in contact with the thighs and scrotum. 


According to Jacobson, of London, the statistics 
of the Calcutta Hospital show that only about 3 per 
cent. of the cases of elephantiasis commence in the 
prepuce. These cases were found in negroes, who 


usually have very long foreskins. 


CasE IV.—A. R., aged twenty years, white, of 
Greenville, Ala., was sent to me by the late Dr. Job 
Thigpen, in March, 1893, to be operated upon for 
elephantiasis of the penis. The patient stated that 
he had never been able to draw the prepuce behind 
the glans, and that the stream of urine had always 
been very small, About six years before consulting 
me he had noticed his penis getting larger, and this 
continued until the organ measured twelve inches 
in circumference, and was involved for three-fourths 
of its length. The elephantiasis was evidently due 
to the congenital stricture of the meatus urinarius 
and the phimosis. 

After placing a rubber band around the root of 
the penis to control hemorrhage, I made an incision 
in the whole length of the organ, and extending in 
depth to the erectile tissue, which was normal, 
removing all of the diseased tissue. Loosening up the 
skin freely at the. upper end of the wound, I was 
enabled to get a covering for two-thirds of the organ, 
and the balance was left to heal by granulation. 
Fearing an erection, I was careful to have the skin 
as loose as possible. I directed the man to sleep 
upon his side, and gave fifteen grains of sodium 
bromid three times a day for ten days. The patient 
made a good recovery, and was discharged in about 
five weeks. He has since married, and says the 
member gives entire satisfaction. I operated on the 
stricture by incision while the patient was under the 
influence of the anesthetic.

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the scrotum, this involvement occurring in about 1 | latter portion of the duct.'. This method has been

Cases V, VI.—These two cases were under my | 
professional care at the County Almshouse, in 1887. | 


They were beth in negro men, and were so similar 
in their clinical aspect that I report them together. 

S. J. was about fifty years old, and in fairly good 
condition, with the exception of elephantiasis of the 
whole leg and lower third of the thigh. The former 
was about double its normal size, and considerably 
ulcerated. The man stated that the growth had 
made its appearance about 1865. 


F. W. was apparently sixty-five years old, with | 


elephantiasis, involving more particularly the foot, 
but extending up the leg to within two inches of the 
knee-joint. Being feeble-minded, he could give no 
intelligent history of himself. 

Neither case showed any evidence of ever having 
contracted syphilis. - 


The method of ligating the femoral artery to | 


starve the growth, as was first performed by Dr. 
Carnochan, of New York, in .1851, has fallen into 
merited disrepute. 

Martin’s India-rubber bandage worn constantly 
renders the patient more comfortable than any other 
contrivance. In some cases amputation may be 
justifiable. 


EXPERIMENTAL REUNION OF THE TRANS- 
VERSELY DIVIDED VAS DEFERENS,'

AFTER a number of unsuccessful efforts I have 


found a simple method by which the vas deferens | 


can be reunited after complete transverse division. 


| successfully employed in the human subject by Dr. 


Howard A. Kelly, of Baltimore, in a case in which 
the ureter was severed unintentionally during an 
operation for the removal of a large myoma.uteri, 
In the report of the case’ the operation is termed 
uretero-ureterostomy or uretero-ureteral anastomosis. 
The term lateral implantation seems to me prefer- 
able. 


Experiment, January 15th, 1894. A very large 


_ Newfoundland dog was laid upon his back in a 


trough, and the skin over the scrotum and base of 
the penis shaved and carefully disinfected. Under 
ether-anesthesia an incision three-quarters of an 
inch long was made over the left spermatic cord 
just below the inguinal ring. The vas deferens 
was easily drawn through an opening made in the 
fascia and pulled out through the skin-wound. The 
duct was then divided transversely with scissors, and 
retraction of the cut ends prevented by forceps. A 
tight ligature was applied, one-fourth of an inch from 
the end of the upper fragment, and, with a very fine, 
sharp-pointed scissors, a longitudinal incision was 
made in the wall of this portion of the duct at a point 
one-fourth of an inch above the ligature. This 
incision penetrated to the lumen of the tube and 
extended upward a distance of one-third of an 
inch. Next the distal fragment of the duct was 
prepared for implantation into the slit in the upper 
portion. The lumen of the vas deferens is small, 
in comparision with the diameter of the entire duct, 
as its walls are composed of dense and thick mus- 
cular layers. Hence, in order to enable the lower 
end to be drawn into the slit in the upper portion 
of the tube, the muscular walls had to be trimmed 
off to a tapering point, exactly as one would sharpen 
a leadpencil. This having been accomplished by 
the careful use of fine scissors, an incision one- 
eighth of an inch long was made in the sharpened 
end of the tube simply to insure a patent opening.

It may be recalled that I have already succeeded in 
reuniting the ureter after complete transverse in- 
jury, by lateral implantation of the proximal into 
the distal fragment through a slit in the wall of the

Two fine needles, armed with a single thread, were 
then passed from within outward through the wall 
of this portion of. the vas deferens, thus securing 
itin the grasp of a loop of thread. The needles

were then passed into the slit in the upper part of 
the duct, and their points being carried carefully 
upward within the tube for one-half an inch, the 
needles were pushed through the wall from within 
outward, emerging, of course, side by side. It is 
now easy to see that the sharpened lower fragment 
could be drawn into the upper fragment by the 
‘traction-suture. This being accomplished, the ends 
of the suture were tied together, and, the vas de- 
ferens being carefully returned, the wound was 
closed. 

The autopsy upon this dog (killed with chloroform 
six weeks later) showed (1) a normal testicle upon 
the side subjected to experiment ; (2) no accumula- 
tion of testicular secretion below the site of opera- 
tion ; (3) perfect patency of the duct at the point 
of reunion, as shown by the passage of a small 
probe; (4) complete continuity of the mucosa 
throughout ; (5) firm union of the muscular walls, 
with a minimum of scar-tissue. 


This simple means of reuniting the vas deferens 
after transverse injury commends itself, especially 
in the human subject, as the vas deferens in man is 
large enough to be fairly easy of manipulation, and 
it is long enough to admit of considerable shorten- 
ing without detriment. 

As to opportunities for the application of the 
method, one easily thinks of the possible, although 
of course rare, wounds due to missiles and cutting 
instruments ; of wounds accidentally inflicted during 
surgical operations, especially in herniotomies and 
the open operation for varicocele, and of operations 
in which it might be desirable to remove a portion 
of this duct, as in tumors of the cord and, probably 
more frequently, in cicatricial contractions involv- 
ing the vas deferens or in accidental and at first 
unrecognized ligations made during thesubcutaneous 
operation for varicocele.

CLINICAL MEMORANDA. 


SARCOMA OF THE NOSE—EPITHELIOMA OF THE 
LARYNX IN A WOMAN. 


By HORACE CLARK, M.D.,

THE cases that I have to report are: 

1. A case of sarcoma of the nose, defined as a mixed 
sarcoma, containing melanotic pigment, and 

2. A case of epithelioma of the larynx in a woman. 

The sarcoma occurred in a woman, seventy-nine 
years old, whose family history is entirely negative. 
She has never had any serious illness, and is the mother 
of a large family. 1 saw the patient for the first time on 
October 23, 1893, and made the following memoranda: 

About a year and a half ago a peculiar sensation was 
noticed in the nose. Six months later, during the course 
of an acute coryza, inability to breathe easily was referred 
especially to the left nostril, The finger came at once 
upon a lump, of the size of a small cherry, which was 
hard, scarcely sensitive, and bled when touched. From 
this time on, the lump rapidly increased in size and 
filled out like a little bladder, causing deformity of the 
ala. Three weeks previous to the date of this note there 
had been profuse nose-bleed in consequence of a fall. 
During a period corresponding with the patient's obser- 
vation of the tumor the eye on this side had readily 
inflamed, and the lid had been puffy at times. There 
was an entire absence of pain, but a fulness in the head 
had been noticed all along. 

Upon examination, the left nostril was found to be 
occluded just within the entrance by a round, bluish- 
gray mass, showing a superficial loss of tissue equal to 
about one quarter of the size of the presenting surface. 
With a probe, this mass was found to be hard, slightly 
movable, and apparently attached to the inferior tur- 
binated body. It was immersed in a sero-sanguinolent 
fluid and bled readily. 

Posterior rhinoscopy, not being readily practised, was

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not persisted in, because the patient had already been 
subjected to somewhat harsh examination at other 
hands. 

A probable diagnosis of sarcoma was made. 

That portion of the growth which presented was re- 
moved with the platinum wire. A -dull-red heat was 
turned on until the wire had thoroughly caught. The 
cautery-loop was then used alternately as a hot and 
cold snare. The premaxillary fossa was curetted and 
such parts of the inferior turbinated body as were in- 
volved were removed with the cold snare and curet. 
Except for the larger portions, the curet worked best, 
for the tumor was very friable. There was very little 
bleeding at the time of the operation; nor had any 
occurred five hours later when a dressing was applied. 

I had the opportunity of watching the case for six 
weeks, There is little question but recurrence will take 
place pretty rapidly.’ It is worth noting that there was 
a suspicious-looking area upon the cartilaginous septum 
in the other nostril, which passed for a simple erosion. 

Dr. Elmer Starr, of Buffalo, kindly had this case 
referred to me. 

Epithelioma of the larynx was the diagnosis made in 
the case of a woman, thirty-eight years old, whom I saw 
in October, 1893. The notes upon the case in general 
were supplied by the family physician, Dr. Wilcox, for 
whom the operation was performed. They are essen- 
tially as follows.: 

The patient’s father died of carcinoma. She herself 
did not present the marked cachexia of this disease. 
There had never been nausea or vomiting. Curetting 
had been done for hyperplastic endometritis, but no 
microscopic examination was made of the scrapings. 

My own information relates to difficult swallowing, 
first noticed in February, 1893, but not until July did 
this become distressing. Food had often been refused 
after the latter date, never because of pain, but from 
inability to complete the act of swallowing. Also, since 
July, small quantities of yellowish matter had been 
evacuated by the mouth. 

I shall not enter upon the details of the examination 
further than to say that the growth was found to be at- 
tached to the ary-epiglottic ligament on the left side, 
upon its extra-laryngeal surface, and did not rise above 
the level of that ligament. With inspiration the larynx 
presented the appearance of a recurrent paralysis. The 
bands came together in the median line in phonation, 
and the growth was carried in that direction. Aside 
from a general pallor the interior of the larynx presented 
nothing remarkable. Upon the neck there was a swell- 
ing which looked and felt very much like a bronchocele. 

It was hoped that the evulsion of as much of the new 
growth as could be seen would make deglutition easier 
by giving freer movement to the larynx. The only re- 
sult from operation was the substitution of a normal for 
a distorted position. The swelling in the neck had en- 
tirely disappeared on the following day. A constriction 
had probably been removed from the principal outlet 
for an extensive purulent infiltration of the bronchial 
glands and surrounding parts. The temperature was 
normal,

There is nothing of interest in the subsequent care of | 
the case, which was assumed by the family physician. 

The autopsy, made ten days after the operation, revealed 
stenosis of the esophagus, due to an epithelioma ex- 
tending some four inches downward from the level 
already mentioned at which the tumor appeared above. 
There were also two or three carcinomatous nodules 
upon the wall of the pharynx, showing that metastatic 
formation must have been very rapid. 

The diagnosis in both cases was verified by Dr. Krauss, 
of Buffalo, whom I also have to thank for some beau- 
tifully stained sections from the growths, 

Report of the microscopic examination by Dr. William 
C. Krauss, Professor of Pathology in the Medical Depart- 
ment of Niagara University, Buffalo, N. Y.: 

Sarcoma. The tumor, composed of three separate 
pieces, was delivered to me by Dr. Clark, immersed in 
a 50 per cent. alcoholic solution, on October 24, 1893. 
The largest of these masses was as large as a chestnut, 
the other pieces the size of a bean, The largest piece 
was covered with a dense fibrous coat, except at its cut 
surface, and here it appeared mottled, pigmented, some- 
what resembling the color of a bronchial gland, Its 
consistency was soft, friable, and highly vascularized. 

Preliminary examination. Several small particles 
were taken trom the large mass, carefully teased, and 
mounted temporarily in glycerin. Under a one-fifth- 
inch objective the mass appeared cellular, the bulk of 
the cells being of the small-spindle variety. Alongside 
of these spindle-cells were other cells, some resembling 
small, round cells, others round pigment-cells of a 
blackish-brown color. As these three varieties of cells 
composed the bulk of the tumor, I made the diagnosis 
of mixed sarcoma, probably melanotic. 

The particles of tumor-tissue were further hardened 
in alcohol, imbedded in celloidin, and sections cut with 
a Schanze microtome. These were stained with picro- 
carmin and ammonio-carmin, cleared in clove-oil, and 
mounted in balsam. Examined with a one-fifth-inch 
objective the cellular structure appeared no less promi- 
nent than at the first examination. The spindle-cells, 
however, did not present the same general outline, be- 
cause of their grouping and the necessary transverse sec- 
tioning through them, The pigment-cells appeared as 
in the fresh examination, in some sections exceedingly 
numerous, in others less so. Considerable connective 
tissue was present, forming a stroma for the support 
of the cells. The diagnosis made at the preliminary 
examination was thus further corroborated by the final 
examination. 

Epithelioma, Thetumor, composed of seven or eight 
irregularly shaped masses, was delivered to me, immersed 
in a 50 per cent. alcoholic solution, on October 21, 1893. 
In size these separate particles ranged from a chestnut 
to a small pea, The color was pinkish-red; the con- 
sistency soft, compressible, The macroscopic appear- 
ance resembled a highly cellular, vascularized tissue. 

Preliminary examination. As an immediate exam- 
ination and diagnosis were demanded, several minute 
particles were cut from different masses, carefully teased, 
and then, unstained, mounted temporarily in a normal 
salt-solution. The tissue was composed entirely of 
cellular elements, the connective-tissue stroma being 
sparsely present. The cells were of the flattened, 
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squamous variety, nucleated and closely packed together. 
The epithelial pearls were not well marked, and were 
small. After examining several slides, and finding the 
same general characteristics, I made the diagnosis of 
carcinoma, of the flat-celled variety, or, as these are 
commonly designated, epithelioma. 

With a view of making permanent mounts, the tumor- 
particles were hardened by the alcohol method, imbedded 
in celloidin, and sections cut with a Schanze microtome. 
These were stained with ammonio-carmin and picro- 
carmin, and mounted in balsam. Examined with a 
Zeiss C objective, the same general characteristics were 
found that were present at the first examination, The 
_ nucleated squamous cells comprised the bulk of the 

tumor. Occasionally small aggregations of cells arranged 
concentrically (epithelial pearls) were found, but were not 
sharply defined. The first diagnosis was unchanged by 
this examination, the same features being present in both. 

My opinion, then, is that the tumor in question must 
be an epithelioma, the diagnosis being subsequently 
fortified by the death of the patient. 


A CASE OF ACUTE DELIRIUM, WITH AUTOPSY 
AND BACTERIOLOGIC EXAMINATION 
OF CEREBRO-SPINAL FLUID.

A DISEASE in which the symptoms are so severe, and 
the pathologic findings so meager, as is the case with 
acute delirium, would certainly seem to be due to a vio- 
lent toxemia of some sort, and should, therefore, be a 
fruitful field for the bacteriologist. 

Bacteriologic investigations in cases of this condition 
have, however, not been frequent, as, after a hurried 
search through the literature of the past few years, I 
have been able to find only one case, that reported by 
Dr. Carlo Rasori in the Centralblatt fir Bakteriologie 
und Parasitenkunde, of October 20, 1893, and who iso- 
lated what he describes as small bacilli with rounded 
ends, three times as long as wide, which appeared gener- 
ally separate, but were also seen in groups of two or three 
joined together by their ends. At times a few longer 
ones, both straight and curved, were seen, which did not 
take the stain so well. The germs stained darker at their 
ends than at the center. In a great many ways this de- 
scription answers to that of the pneumonia-coccus, but 
Rasori evidently thinks he has found a new germ, whether 
correctly or not time will determine. As so little work 
has been done in this direction, the report of the follow- 
ing case of acute delirium may not be without interest. 

A. G., thirty-three years old, a member of the medical 
profession, had, so far as I know, always enjoyed good 
health. He was, however, of a sensitive nature, and at 
times subject to fits of depression. His habits were good, 
excepting during periods of illness, when he took whiskey 
in excess, There was no history of syphilis, Just previ- 
ous to the commencement of his last illness he had had 
considerable family trouble, and he was evidently under 
a severe mental strain. He first began to complain in 
the early part of June, when he was attacked with urti-

caria, which lasted until August, and did not improve 
under any plan of medication. During this period also he 
complained at times of lassitude and feelings of chilliness, 
In the early part of August a carbuncle made its appear- 
ance upon his upper lip, which was operated upon by Dr. 
J. B. Deaver about ten days later, and after which he 
appeared to be in good spirits, his temperature heing 
normal and his appetite good, even ravenous. After 
being opened and curetted, the carbuncle healed rapidly, 
and everything appeared to be doing well until nine days 
later, when the patient became suddenly highly delirious 
at about Io P.M., attempting to jump out of the windows, 
saying that the people in the house, who were Catholics, 
wanted to murder him because he was a Protestant. 

Drs. J. F. Berlet and Klemm were summoned, and 
they naturally attributed his condition to the large quanti- 
ties of whiskey (about one pint daily) and morphin, 
which he had been taking from the time of the appear- 
ance of the carbuncle until a few days before he came 
under their care. Bromids and chloral were ad- 
ministered, and the next morning the man appeared 
perfectly rational. In the afternoon he again became 
highly delirious, ran to the window, screaming “‘ murder,” 
and endeavored to jump out; he said ‘devils were 
chasing ” him, etc. His nurse reported that during the 
previous morning he had had several irrational intervals, 
of which »e seemed to be aware, as he inquired if he 
was going crazy, and told them not to tell Dr, Berlet, as 
he would think he was crazy. 

On the same evening, August 23d, I saw him in con- 
sultation with Drs. Berlet and Klemm. As I entered 
the house I could hear the shouts of the patient; as I 
came into his room he recognized me and inquired after 
some members of my family whom he knew were ill, 
but he immediately entered upon a long harangue about 
going to Europe to study singing, that he was the finest 
tenor in the world, etc., and then abruptly asked my pro- 
tection, as the people in the house wanted to kill him. 
He would take no medicine or nourishment unless I first 
tasted ‘it, as he said they wanted to poison him. His 
temperature was then normal. Hyoscin was adminis- 
tered, and he slept several hours, but awoke in the same 
delirious condition. He continued in this state, his tem- 
perature being normal, until the evening of August 24th, 
when itwas 101° F. The delirium became more violent, 
and it was necessary to restrain him mechanically. He 
saw “ devils’ and had other hallucinations, but he still 
recognized those about him, and when his housekeeper 
entered the room he tried to choke her, as she was one 
of those whom he thought wanted to kill him. He 
would ask for the vessel when he wished to urinate, and 
took his nourishment when assured by myself or Dr. 
Berlet that it contained no poison, On the next day, 
August 25th, Dr. C. K. Mills was called in consultation, 
and concurred in the diagnosis of acute delirium. At 
the time of his visit the rectal temperature was 104.1° F., 
the delirium still continuing, except for short intervals 
when the man was under the influence of hyoscin. The 
temperature gradually rose in spite of repeated antipyretic 
measures until 12.45 A. M., when it was 106° F.; at 
4 A.M, it was 104.2° F. When I saw him, about I! 
A, M. on August 26th, he did not recognize me, and re- 
fused his nourishment, but was still violently delirious, 
singing one minute and shrieking for protection the 
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next, His temperature continually rose, and at 5.30 
P.M. it was 107.1°, being reduced to 105.2° by sponging; 
at 8.45 it was 108.2°, His breathing became irregular 
and of Cheyne-Stokes type; his pulse weak and rapid ; 
the delirium gradually gave place t6 coma, and at about 
11 P. M., he died. At no time during his illness did he 
complain of headache. 

The autopsy was made by Dr. J. W. McConnell about 
seventeen hours after death, in the presence of Drs. 
Berlet, Klemm, Mills and myself. The brain and 
meninges appeared to be normal, as did all the other 
organs of the body. Some of the cerebro-spinal fluid 
that had drained into the base of the skull was collected 
in a small bottle previously sterilized with boiling water, 
and from this cultures were made by Dr, D. Braden 
Kyle, with the result that the presence of a bacillus 
answering to the description of the so-called micro- 
coccus lanceolatus, or pneumonia-coccus of Frenkel and 
Weichselbaum, was demonstrated. The staphylococcus 
pyogenes aureus and the staphylococcus pyogenes albus 
were also present. 

Microscopic examination of the cerebral cortex showed 
the appearances described by Osler,! z. ¢., perivascular 
dilatation and leukocytes in the lymph-sheaths and peri- 
gangliar spaces. 

The possibility of contamination by the instruments 


used to make the autopsy may be urged, and has occurred | 


to me, as it must be admitted that they had not been 
sterilized, but if this were the case why is it that only the 
two forms of bacteria named were present and not others 
that would much more likely have been present, in fact 
should, of necessity, have been present, It seems to 
me probable that if this patient had lived longer the 
signs of meningitis or meningo-encephalitis would have 
been present. It will be noted that the germs isolated in 
this case were the same as have been usually found in 
the exudate in cases of meningitis. 

I would therefore advance asa possible explanation of 
the lack of macroscopic findings, in spite of the violent 
symptoms present in the condition of acute delirium, 
that the toxemia is so violent that the patient usually 
dies before appearances visible to the naked eye have 
had time to develop. 

In reporting this case I do not claim that we have set- 
tled the causation of acute delirium, but 1 thinkit prob- 
able that in association with future investigations it may 
have some value. 


FLEETING HEMIANOPSIA OF SYPHILITIC 
ORIGIN.

W.C.N., thirty years old, a real-estate broker, came to 
me August 27, 1892, complaining of inability to read or 
write after a few hours’ exertion. He presented slight 
marginal blepharitis, which had persisted, more or less 
constantly, from childhood. The eyelashes were sparse, 
those remaining being short and stubby. The lids were 
not stuck together in the morning. The tear-ducts and 
the rest of the lachrymal appendages were normal. 

Reading at night had been uncomfortable for five 
years, but the asthenopia(?) had been much worse for 
three weeks.

L. E., + 0.75 D., cyl., axis vertical, 6/6 full, 


I ordered simple cylinders in accordance with this 
finding. On September 21st the man returned, saying 
that while vision lasted he could see better with the 
lenses than without them, but after working till 11 a.m. 
his vision became worthless, and he could only see to 
get about by closing one eye and tilting his head to one 
side. He had also discovered that if he could cast his 
eyes down and hold a book above their level he could 
still distinguish large letters. It was only then that I 
suspected more profound trouble, 

Accordingly, the field of vision was taken, when it was 
found that he could only distinguish large, bright 
objects in the entire superior portion of each field, while 
the inferior portion was still normal, so that the scoto- 
mata covered a part corresponding to a line drawn 15° 
above the horizontal diameter on the nasal over the 
whole superior field to within about 15° de/ow the hori- 
zontal on the temporal. 

As I could not complete my examination at this visit, I 
requested him to come again early the following morn- 
ing, when I found the field of vision normal in both 
eyes. The color-sense was found to be good on both 
occasions, . 

The patient then told me again that this was the usual 
course, viz., that he saw well until about 11 A.M., when 
his sight ‘‘ gave out.” 

On further examination I found numerous enlarged 
glands in the cervical region and above the elbows, and 
also several large, characteristic syphilitic scars on differ- 
ent parts of the body. The patient then acknowledged 
having contracted syphilis in November, 1890, for which 
he had been actively treated and had been told that he 
was cured, 

He smoked some twelve cigars and drank three or 
four glasses of whiskey daily. 

I examined him at various times, and always found 
the same condition, that is, early in the morning both 
fields were normal, but after a few hours’ work the 
scotomata made their appearance, the field being pre- 
served in the lower nasal portion, but the unnatural posi- 
tion of the eyes necessary to see with this portion of the 
field prevented further work. 

The ophthalmoscope showed perfectly normal fundi. 
The retinal veins seemed more engorged and tortuous 
in the temporal. portions of the fundi in the latter part of 
the day than in the morning. As the patient was con- 
siderably run down in health and the weather was very 
warm, I deferred the use of mercury and ordered syrupus 
ferri iodidi in large doses and rest in the mountains, with 
abstinence from all attempts at reading or writing. On 
October 15th the patient returned, much improved in 
health and sight. The field of vision had increased so 
much that the temporal scotomata were only as large as 
the previously nasal good portion, and would not be thus 
complete till afternoon. As it was now quite cool, I in- 
stituted mercurial inunctions according to the plan of 
Finger, of Vienna. 
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By December 1st the man had taken thirty inunctions, 
and the syrup of the iodid of iron was again given. 
From this time on his sight improved steadily until he 
was able to read almost all day, although compelled to 
rest at night. During January, 1893, the patient took 
neither mercury nor iodid. 

By February Ist vision was normal. The man was 
again given mercury (not on account of vision, but to 
combat the old syphilis), which he took for thirty days. 
Then he took potassium iodid in large doses for thirty 
days ; followed by a rest of like period; and then going 
on with the treatment according to the plan of Finger. 

The point of interest to me was the peculiar recur- 
rence of the scotomata and the portion of the visual 
field affected. 
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MEDICAL PROGRESS. 


Myotonia Congenita.—SussKAaND (Zeitschrift fur klin- 
ische Medicin, B. xxv, H, 1, 2, p. 91) reports a case of 
the affection known as myotonia congenita, or Thom- 
sen’s disease, and formulates the conclusion that the 
disorder is a congenital functional abnormality of the 
voluntary muscular system, consisting in an undue mus- 
cular irritability. This manifests itself in that an extra 
effort of the will is necessary to overcome the tetanus 
induced in innervated muscles, and which subsides but 
slowly. The first movement is easily possible; the 
second, antagonistic movement, only after the cessation 
of the tetanic condition. If the volitional impulse is 
affected by a psychic influence (such as a sudden and 
unexpected command), the conception of the antagonistic 
movement is aroused and the antagonists are also made 
tetanic, so that no movement at all is possible. A sud- 
den, unexpected stimulation, psychic or somatic, is cap- 
able of setting all muscles into a condition of tetanus 
(reflex tetanus), so that the patient may be caused to 
fall. The derangement of function depends upon an in- 
crease in number, a diminution in size, and a condensa- 
tion of the muscular elements within the primitive fib- 
rillz, together with loss of cohesion among the individual 
fibrille themselves. In the increase in number and 
diminution in size of the muscular elements resides the 
cause of the greater susceptibility and irritability of the 
muscles, whether there be an increased area of contrac- 
tile surface or a change in the transverse section of the 
muscle-elements, resulting in turn in a greater difference 
in the tension of the contained electric force. 





A Premonitory Symptom of Pulmonary. Tuberculosis.— 
Destr&e (Wiener medizin. Presse, 1894, No. 14, p. 593) 
has observed that in the course of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis the pupil upon the affected side may be dilated 
without appreciable cause, if only one lung be affected; 
or either pupil, if both lungs are involved. The mani- 
festation acquires diagnostic significance from its ab- 
sence in apical pneumonia and chronic bronchitis, with 
emphysema, though it may be observed in the sequence 
of attacks of pleurisy. Experiments upon dogs and 
rabbits showed that inequality of the pupils could be 
induced by irritation of the dorsal sympathetic nerve. 
Mechanical or electric irritation of the sympathetic 





plexus in the neighborhood of the hilus of the lung was 
followed by dilatation of the pupil on the irritated side, 
the irritation being transmitted through the first thoracic 
and last cervical ganglia to the ophthalmic ganglion. 
An interesting substantiation of these observations is 
found in the results of post-mortem examinations, which 
show that in the course of pulmonary tuberculosis the 
fibers of the pulmonary plexus of the sympathetic ner- 
vous system may be subjected to mechanical irritation 
from the presence of enlarged bronchial glands. As 
these glands sometimes undergo enlargement before the 
pulmonary structures are invaded by the tuberculous 
process, inequality of the pupils may prove to be an im- 
portant diagnostic sign. 


The Radical Cure of Fistula in Ano.—GOELET (American 
Medico. Surgical Bulletin, June 1, 1894) describes an im- 
proved operation for fistula in ano which does away with 
the usual, troublesome, after-treatment in these cases, by 
securing primary union, and affords complete retentive 
power, even if there are two fistule, and the sphincters 
must be divided in two places. This result is obtained 
by carefully uniting the raw surfaces by means of sutures, 
introducing first continuous buried catgut sutures for the 
deeper structures, including the muscles, and separate, 
interrupted sutures of chromicized gut for the mucous ~ 
membrane and perineum. Emphasis is placed upon 
the importance of previous divulsion of the sphincter, 
strict asepsis, thorough curettage of all fistulous tracks, 
the use of buried sutures for uniting the deeper structures, 
and separate superficial sutures for the mucous mem- 
brane only, with inactivity of the bowels, for five days 
following the operation, 

In favor of this method of suturing, as against the in- 
troduction of sutures through the mucous membrane of 
the rectum, to include the deeper structures, is the avoid- 
ance of the danger of infection by leakage along the 
track of the suture, as well as obstruction to the cir- 
culation, and consequent edema that would interfere 
with primary union, 


THERAPEUTIC NOTES. 





For Nocturnal Enuresis, MACALISTER (Practitioner, 
vol. lii, No. 5, p. 331) recommends the administration 
of atropin to the point of tolerance, in conjunction with 
medicinal doses of strychain. Thus, he begins with gr. 
tho of atropin at night, and gradually increases the dose 
every third night to gr. 4, and more, When conditions 
requiring surgical interference are present these receive 
attention. It is further directed that no drink be taken 
after 6 p.M., that the medicine be taken at 9 P.M., and 
that after emptying the bladder the child should go to 
bed at 10, and that it should be awakened to urinate at 
12 and again at 6 A.M.

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THE URINE OF WHOOPING-COUGH., 


ALTHOUGH whooping-cough is one of the most 
familiar diseases and one of the most universally 
distributed, its etiology is yet undetermined, unless 
the observations of RITTER (see THE News, Janu- 
ary 28, 1893, p. 104) shall receive confirmation. 
This observer found in the bronchial secretions of 
cases of whooping-cough a diplococcus which he be- 
lieved to be specific, and by the inoculation of which 
upon the air-passages of a tracheotomized dog he 
induced cough and fatal broncho-pneumonia. In- 
dependently of this evidence there is strong reason 
to believe that whooping-cough is an infectious dis- 
ease, dependent upon some cause, of animal or vege- 
table origin, capable of indefinite multiplication in 
the body of its host. The strongest collateral evi- 
dence in support of this view is the transmissibility 
of the disease. Upon the basis of this assumption 
it is reasonable to go a step further and ascribe the 
symptoms of the disease primarily to a local action of 
the causative agent at its seat of lodgment in the 
air-passages, and secondarily to an influence exerted 
upon the nervous system by toxic matters generated 
as a result of the presence and activity of the in- 
vading parasite. This hypothesis would afford an 
explanation of the characteristic catarrhal and spas- 
modic symptoms of the disease. In the absence of 











a demonstrable pathology, we are without adequate 
data for a scientific therapeusis, so that the methods 
of treatment in vogue are largely, if not entirely, 
empiric. 

The semeiology of whooping-cough has been 
fairly fully written, but a recent study of the urine 
in forty cases of the disease by a Russian observer, 
BLUMENTHAL, of Moscow, and a report of which 
appears in the St. Petersburger medicinische Wochen- 
schrift, 1894, No. 17, p. 155, has developed a num- 
ber of interesting facts. The cases occurred in 
children of varying age, and were observed in private 
practice and at all stages of the disease. The ex- 
aminations were made mostly with the morning 
urine alone, but in a few instances with the total 
twenty-four-hours’ secretion. Briefly stated, it was 
found that the urine was characterized by a pale- 
yellow color, a strongly acid reaction, a notably 
high specific gravity (from 1022 to 1032 and higher) 
and the deposit of a yellowish sediment of varying 
amount soon after having been.passed. This sedi- 
ment, on microscopic examination, was found to con- 
sist of uric acid ; occasionally, amorphous urates 
were also present. Neither calcium oxalate nor albu- 
min was found. Some specimens exerted a redu- 
cing action upon Fehling’s solution of copper 
and with Nylander’s modification of Boettger’s bis- 
muth-test, but it was not believed that this was due 
to the presence of glucose. It was thought possible 
that this reaction might be due to the excess of 
uric acid present or of combinations of glycuronic 
acid. Some of the specimens had further an exces- 
sive levo-rotatory action, which was also perhaps due 
to glycuronic acid. The assumption of an excess 
of uric acid, based upon the specific gravity and the 
deposition of a sediment, was verified by quantitative 
analysis. 

An interesting fact developed by comparative ob- 
servations, and which may prove to have practical 
value from a diagnostic standpoint, at least, was 
that the peculiar pale-yellow color, the increase in 
specific gravity, and the excess of urates were evi- 
dent in the catarrhal stage of the disease, before the 
paroxysmal cough had made its appearance. These 
variations appeared to be entirely independent of 
the pyrexia, and were appreciably modified by the 
administration of quinin and antipyrin, the specific 
gravity being lower, the uric acid not being in 
excess, and the pale and acid urine becoming 
turbid and alkaline. A milk-diet and febrile com- 
plications, especially pneumonia, brought about a 
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similar result. The opinion is expressed that the 
changes in the urine, and in particular the increased 
elimination of uric acid, are due to an abnormal 
leukocytosis, which makes its appearance early in 
the course of the disease, but this conclusion was 
not substantiated by examination of the blood. 

These observations require extension and confir- 
mation in order to yield practical and applicable 
results. They point out the possibility of diagnosis 
early or in doubtful cases, perhaps before the char- 
acteristic cough and whoop have made their appear- 
ance, and they suggest that under certain condi- 
tions, such as the administration of quinin and of 
antipyrin, and when certain complications are 
present, a neutralizing influence is exerted upon the 
products of the primary disease. 


EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 


The Formation of a New Epiglottis.—Dr. W. S. HUSEL- 
TON, of Allegheny Pa., inthe Pittsburg Medical Review, 
for May, 1894, describes a most remarkable formation of 
a new epiglottis after entire destruction of the original 
organ. His account is as follows: 


“The original epiglottis was severed from its con- 
nection with the larynx and at once turned upward, 
where it quietly reposed—obstinately refusing to take 
any interest or part in the acts of respiration or degluti- 
tion, This left the opening into the larynx uncovered 
and open, and when the patient swallowed drink or food 
it was simply chance whether it entered the stomach 
or lungs or both. The manner in which Nature met and 
overcame this difficulty is perhaps the most interesting 
as well as remarkable feature of the case, and the one 
most worthy of note and report. It was not possible for 
a surgeon to make, in whole or in part, a substitute for 
the useless epiglottis, There was no material in front 
of the larynx from which it could be made; it was not 
possible to operate behind the larynx. Where was this 
necessary va/ve to come from ? I did not know, Nature’s 
resources, however, were not exhausted. Ina short time 
a new formation was seen to be growing from behind 
the partially reconstructed larynx. Gradually it increased 
in size, and shaping itself somewhat like the normal 
Nor soon began to demonstrate that it had a purpose, 
and that was to take the place of, or to perform the 
function of the normal, but useless, epiglottis. As I 
stated, this new formation grew from behind the larynx, 
consequently when in the act of swallowing, it, in order 
to close the glottis, had to move forward and downward, 
whereas, as you know, the normal epiglottis in perform- 
ing this function moves dackward and downward, thus 
completely reversing the natural movement. It com- 
pletely closed the glottis, and he swallows with but little 
difficulty.” 


One rises from the perusal of such a report as this with 
a sense of profound reverence for the wisdom and in- 
genuity silently working within cellular and organic 


structures. In a final analysis, of course, the re-creation 
of a new organ (after destruction of the original one) is 
but little more wonderful than the first formation in the 
embryonic structure. The specialization of function, 





however, always lessens the plasticity of the material, 
and renders more striking the intelligence that lives in 
and utilizes living tissues as instruments of purpose. 


The Work of the American Medical Association at San 
Francisco.—On the whole the American Medical Associa- 
tion is to be congratulated on the outcome of the meeting 
at San Francisco. The report ot the majority of the 
Revision Committee both as to the Constitution and the 
Code was overwhelmingly defeated, and while the Asso- 
ciation refused to adopt an amendment to the report of 
the Trustees disapproving their conduct in the matter of 
the advertisement of nostrums, it also refused to table a 
resolution directly bearing on the subject and referred 
the matter to the Judicial Council, With the Judicial 
Council therefore the responsibility now rests. While 
we are not yet informed of the decision of the Council, 
we are glad to know that they excluded an attempt to 
drag personalities into the discussion. We trust that the 
Code-question will now be allowed to drop. The senti- 
ment of the State societies and of the Association’s 
members in general is against revision and against 
agitation. There is nothing useful to be accomplished 
by further discussion. The question of the conduct of 
the Journal is not yet decided, and it will depend upon 
the course pursued by the Editor and Trustees during 
the coming year, whether or not that subject will again 
be heard of at Baltimore. For the present, discussion 
may well be suspended. 


Anglicise Titles of Articles—What nonsense to use Latin 
titles when addressing an audience, of whom all know 
English and few know Latin. What an absurdity 
to Latinize the names of diseases, etc., and write about 
them in English. What barbarism to make part 
of the title in Latin and the rest in English. If the 
Latinization of titles, etc., is worth anything, it is of 
value only if carried out by all writers, so that readers 
who do not understand English, and who, perhaps, do 
understand Latin, may in the catalogues see that a paper 
has been written on a certain subject. But, will it help 
him much? Will it help him to see Ovitis media sup- 
purativa chronica, instead of Chronic suppurative otitis 
of the middle ear? If so, will not his satisfaction be 
marred by the rest of the title, Removal of the malleus, 
intermittent fever, recovery, in the non-understood 
English? And then, how about the one hundred or two 
hundred thousand English and American physicians 
who do not know Latin ? 

Why not sometime make an end of sloughing the 
useless remains of the old medieval Latin snake-skin ? 


Medical Fees in France.—It is related that a well-known 
French physician sued a notary, whose wife he had 
treated, to recover an honorarium of 1500 francs, The 
lawyer, who had already tendered 700 francs, pleaded 
that this sum was sufficient, Having heard the advo- 
cates on both sides, the civil tribunal delivered judg- 
ment, basing its decision on the following grounds: As 
in a question of medical fees the points to be regarded 
are the pecuniary situation of the patient and the repute 
which the physician may have acquired through his 
labors and his discoveries; and considering in the 
present case the position of the patient's husband and 
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the medical eminence of the physician, the sum de- 
manded is not excessive. The tribunal accordingly 
condemned the attorney to pay the fee of 1500 francs 
in full,

ANTISEPTIC THERAPEUTICS, By E. TROUEsSART, M.D. 
Translated by E. P. Hurp, M.D. The Physician's 
Leisure Library. 2 vols., pp. 316. Detroit: Geo. S. 
Davis, 1893. 


IN the introduction to this work therapeutic agents are 
divided into three great classes: (1) eusthetic medica- 
ments, or such as act directly on the organism, modify- 
ing altered function in such a manner as to favor a 
return to the normal; in this class are included the 
alkaloids; (2) hypnotics, or medicaments designed to 
prevent the constitutional effects resulting from organic 
alterations ; (3) antiseptics, or medicaments which do not 
act on the organism itself, but upon noxious products 
of the bodily metabolism or of agents introduced from 
without. Even if anything were to be gained by such a 
classification, we are not sure that this one is better than 
the established one, according to which drugs are used 
from a prophylactic, curative, or palliative point of view, 
while, of course, no such classification can be rigidly and 


arbitrarily adhered to. The body of the book is divided ' 


into three parts, the first of which deals with groups of 
antiseptics from a chemic, pharmaceutic, and physio- 
logic standpoint; the second discusses the clinical ap- 
plications of antiseptics, the various systems of organs 
and the affections to which they are liable being con- 
sidered serially ; the third part deals with the antisepsis 
of hygiene, particularly the hygiene of the sick. The 
work contains considerable interesting information and 
should prove useful to those for whom it is intended. 
The text suffers a little in the translation, which has a 
tendency to be literal.

Tuis brochure contains reprints of the more important 
studies published by the workers in the department of 
pathology in various journals during the collegiate year 
1892-1893, and is a praiseworthy exhibition of practical 
and scientific work accomplished, reflecting credit upon 
both the director of the deparment, Dr. Prudden, and 
the individual workers. This collection is the third of 
its kind, and contains the following papers: ‘‘On the 
Importance of Vibration to Cell-life,” by S. J. Meltzer ;

Dr. PrEeRSOL is so well known as a teacher of histology 
that a book from his pen will at once receive a cordial 
reception. The work before us leaves little to desire. 
In clearness and at the same time conciseness of ex- 
pression it is a model; and the illustrations, so important 
in a work of this kind, are most excellent, Nearly all 
of them were drawn by the author himself from micro- 
photographs or with the aid of a camera lucida. It is 
needless to call attention to the separate portions of the 
book, excepting to point out one or two novel features. 
The plan of including a short account of the develop- 
ment of the tissues and the organs at the end of the 
various chapters will meet with general approval. The 
description of the cell and of the structure of tissues in 
general is especially clear and interesting. Of the chap- 
ters devoted to special tissues we are particularly attracted 
to those concerning the nervous system. This book is 
undoubtedly the most useful smaller work on histology 
in our language.

Tuis little book may find a limited usefulness in the 
ward-class or recitation-room as a stimulus to a flagging 
memory It teaches nothing that the student should not 
be familiar with from other sources, although it groups 
in concise and convenient form the method, the course, 
and the results of physical examination of the chest. 
Failing to possess the knowledge that the use of this 
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book presupposes, the student can scarcely do worse 
than.to hope to profit by memorizing its contents. 


THE PHYSICIAN'S WIFE AND THE THINGS THAT PER- 
TAIN TO HER LiFe. By ELLEN M. FIREBAUGH.

PALATE-HOOK. 


To the Editor of THE MEDICAL NEws, 

Sir: The palate-hook, or retractor, figured in THE
